RESCUE CREW IN Nn A GALE. 


Men on Southern ern Pacific Liner. Save 
Six from Sinking:Schooner at Gulf.

NEW ORLEANS, La., April 27.—Harold 
J. Bond,. second officer of the Southern 
Pacific liner Proteus; Theodore Eriksop, 
boatswain; Roy Talbot of San Francisco, 
Thomas Johgnsen,. and» Albert Nelson, 
able seamen, of New ¥ are the heroes 
of'a thrilling rescue in the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. In high waves, caused by Wednes- 
day’s gale, they saveil six shipwrecked 
seamen from the stirouds of. the disabled 
schooner Hieronymus of Nov@ Scotia. 

The thirty-three passengers on the Pro- 
teus, which was bound from New York 
to New Orleans, steod upon the decks in 
the gale and soaking rain, and cheered. 
When the chipwrecked men and their 
rescuers were safe on the liner, they 
made up a purse Of $125 and offered it 
to Bond to be distributed pro rata. He 
refused the gift. 

*‘We may be in the same fix one day,” 
he said. “When that time comes, we 
hope our fellow seamen will do as much 
for us, without thought of reward” 

The crew of thé schooner are destitute, 
having lost everything but their clothing. 
All were taken to the British Consulate.

SODEN MUST PAY $10,000. 


Judge Says, However, That Small Was 
Willing to Profit by Wife’s Dishonor.

BOSTON, April 27.—Robert O. Harris, 
former Judge and present Congressman, 
who was appointed by Judge Brown au- 
ditor in the ayit of Frederick Small of 
Brookline to recover $500,000 damages 
from Arthur H. Soden, the former base- 
ball magnate, for the alienation of the 
affections of Mrs. Laura M. Smal, the 
former's wife, filed his report to-day. 
Thé auditor awarded the plaintiff $10,- 
000 damages, aithough he declared that 
the latter is not entitled to damages that 
an affectionate, tender, and considerate 
husband should receive, as it does not 
appear that his suffering or his feeling 
of shame is as great as that of such a 
husband naturally would be, 

The Judge's conclusions are these: 

“That Small and his wife were living 
in amicable relations at the time the de- 
fendant hecame acquainted with her. 
That Soden did act toward her in a man- 
ner that was in clear Violation of the 
plaintiff's marital rights. That Mrs. 
Small was, however, of such a character 
that no. great persuasion or inducemetit 
Was néeded to lead her astray, and that 
she was a ready and willing party to her 
own dishonor, and that her own conduct 
was an in@iicethent to the defendant to 
pursue the course toward her that he did, 
That the plaintiff was. not a conniving 
party to her misconduct, but that he was 
an indifferent husband, who, after he 
knew that she was going wrong, was 
willing that she should, and ready to 
take advantage of any error she might 
make, either by way of obtaining a di- 
vorce or of making a profit. . 

“The plaintiff is ¢ntitled to damages 
for the invasion of his rights, and the in- 
jury to his affections, and the shame she 
brought upon him.”’ 

The auditor says: ‘‘ The whole evidence 
is strongly suggestive of collusion between 
Pyaintiff and his wife, and even con- 
hivance on his part, but it falls short of 
proof.”’ 


WAS BACON A MURDE IN A MURDERER? 


Dr. Owen Now Seeks. Seeks Shakespeare’s

CHEPSTOW, England, April 27.—Dr 
Orville W. Owen, who is digsing diligent- 
ly in the mud of the River Wye for man- 
uscripts, which he believes were hidden 
there by Francis Bacon, is after, bigger 
game than has been supposed.

Flynn says he has been subjected, to 
petty persecutions ahd has not been al- 
lowed the free hand which was promised 
when he was appointed by Mayor Gaynor, 
He said that Onjy one thing could induce 
him to remain longer in the Police De- 
Ppartment—that he be allowed an abso- 
lutely free hand to make a clean sweep 
of the department from cellar to attic. 
Not even his appointment as Police Com- 
missioner, he said, could, induce. him to 
remain on any other terms. 

Other important changes involving the 
removal or resignati of police officials 
are expected to follow. quickly on the 
Fiynn incident. It was said Jast night 
both Commissioner Cropsey and 
First Deputy Commissioner Driscoll are 
slated to go. No »successor to Fiynn 
was spoken of yesterday, but he gaid he 
mould remain in his. present place until 
his successor had been appointed, al- 
though he had handed in his restgnation 
on April 15, to take effect on May 1. 

There were many rumors qostertay 
that startling disclosures regarding police 
conditions are to be made within a few 
days. Flynn, it was said, could tell 
some interesting stories if he cared to 
f° into particulars. Yesterday he was 
nclined to do no talking whatever, but 
quietly to get out of the department and

REBELS HOLD STATES |. 
NBAR DIAI’S CAPITAL! 


Three Federal Forces Annihilated 
in Morelos and Guerrero .and 
the Governors Flee. . 


|CITY STREETS ARE TORN: UP 

Only 4000 Men to Defend Capital if} °

MEXICO CITY, April 27 —after. a 
silence of some days—which had seemed 
to promise ominous developments— 
there has come “to the capital to-day a 
rush of news from the States” of Guer- 
rero aiid Morelos, immediately te the 
south and west of the Federal distgict 
and the State of Mexico, which smacks 
of the Vendean wars and is heartily 
discouraging to the lovers of peace and 
all the well-wishers of Mexicd. 

Putting it concisely, the Governors of 
these two ‘States have fled from their 
posts, two Jefe Politicos, or Mayors, 
and many members of their ‘official 
families have been assassinated, one 
Jefe Politico being carved up ‘with ma- 
cheteg while his wife and children were 
present trying to save him; threé-small 
Federal armies have been defeated and, 
except those who deserted to the anti- 
Goverriment forces, have all been killed. 

Threat to Massacre Besieged. 

. Advices sent up to late last aight 
show that these two important States, 
with the exception, of the town of 
Iguala—in Northern Guerrero, about 
fifty miles south of Cuernavaca—are 
in the hands of insurgents, or bandits, 
whichever they may be. For the sake 
of the revolutionists it is to be hoped 
that the disgraceful acts which have 
been committed will prove to have been 
the work of common bandits. 

Until a late hour last night Iguala 
was closely besieged. It was held by @ 
gmall force of Federals. Refugees from 
this part of the distracted country who 
arrived at the station here this morning 
stated that the Federal defense of this 
town was apparently hopeless. The 
Federal force had not already surrender 
only be the rebels refused to make 
terms of any kind, stating that they 
proposed to conduct a general massacre 
ef all Federal officials and soldiers. 

Americans Tell of Barbarities. 

On the morning train coming in from 
thig direction were thirty Americans 
who were fleeing with their families. 
The scenes which they describe are 
most heartrending. Rejecting the more 
exciting stories of the Mexican passen- 
gers I shall depend entirely upon the 
statements made by these Americans. 

One American engineer described to 
me what he saw with his own eyes 
night before last. On.a local train held | 
up fear Iguala were twenty-eight re- 
cently recruited Federal soldiers. The 
insurgents seemed all to have been

The bandits then began to rob the 
passengers.

Try to Send Reinforcements.

In newspaper interviews the Consul 
praises ‘the absolute fairness of the 
United States army officers and: sol- 
diers in ‘enforcing the neutrality laws 
and praises their. efforts to maintain 
peace. He alleges, however, that our 
whole border population. is favorable to 
the revolution and antagonistic to the 
Mexican Government. 

Should President Diaz desire to get 
rid. of Vice President Ramon Corral 
without saddling him with a misdeed, 
the responsibility for which, in a meas- 
ure, should be shared by his Govern- 
ment friends anf colleagues, an excel- 
lent-opportunity presents itself to-day. 
On his arrival at Santander, Spain, on 
his way to Berlin to consult specialists, 
the Vice President was interviewed by 
a special correspondent of the Impar- 
cial, and according to a cable dispatch 
received here the interview appears 
in that Government organ to-day.

Important Cities in Vera Cruz and 
Puebla Are Captured.

MBEXICO CITY, April 27.—The situa- 
tion in the republic to- day was charac- 
terized by an alarming ‘Increase of rebel 
activity in the interior and the threat+ 
ening attitude assumed by the resident 
Spaniards in this city. 

Sanandres Tuxtla, an important city 
in Southeastern Vera Cruz, the centre 
of large tobacco interests, has been oc- 
cupied by rebel forces. 

Matamoros, in Puebla, is again in the 
hands of the rebels. Federal troops are 
marching on Acatlan, Puebla, and the 
rebels are preparing to defend the city. 

Mining and all other business in the 
State of Guerrero is practically at a 
standstill.

Gen. Madero at first proclaimed that 
Diaz must resign at once, but with the 
coming of members of his family and the 
arguments they advanced he changed 
front. sufficiently to. state that he would 
not insist on the President's immediate 
retirement. He went no further into the 
subject, but it is known that privately. he 
informed members of his family that nei- 
ther he nor his under officers would con- 
sent to the President filling out his pres- 
ent term, which has yet five years to-run. 

All efforts to learn Madero’s idea as to 
how long the President should be allowed 
to remain in power in order to prevent de- 
sertion and possible anarchy have been 
unavailing. He assents to the proposition 
that Diaz should remain at the helm until 
complete tranquillity has been restored, 
but holds to the view that, following: the 
signing of peace articles, a specific period 
should be agreed upon for the President 
to. accomplish what is expected of him, 
and that he should then retire to private 
life. Therein lies the seed of possible fail- 
ure of the negotiations. 

For publication the peace advocates say 
that peace is assured, but efforts to get 
any definite statement on the crucial 
point of President Diaz’s future tenure 
meet silence or evasion. 

The dispatch stating that Gen. Ber- 
nardo Reyes has started for Mexico was 
received with gloom in the insurrecto 
camp.

“KILL SOLDIERS ON A TRAIN, 


Young Officer. Refuses to Surrender 
and 28-Men Are Slain. 
MEXICO CITY, April 27.—Refusing to 
surrender or leave the train on which he 
and his command of thirty soldiers were 
being brought to the capital, a Second 
Lieutenant; little more than a boy, yes- 
terday engaged in a battle with a force 
of 400 rebels at Cajones, Guerrero. At’ the 
conclusion of-the brief encounter the Lieu- 
tenant and twenty-eight of the soldiers, 
were dead and the remaining two of his} 
men. were made prisoners.

Objections to Amending Agreement. 


In another aspect, however, the effect 
of tha proposal might be serious. Of 
course & mere reduction of our tariff, or 
the putting of any article on our free 
list, without: insisting on a corresponding 
change in the Canadian tariff, will not 
interfere with the contract as made with 
Canada, Canada cannot object to our 
giving her greater tariff concessions than 
we have agreed to give her under the 
contract... But if we do make such con- 
cessions, without any consideration on 
the part of Carfada, without any quid pro 
quo, sO to speak, after the contract has 
been tentatively- agreed upon by those 
authorizéd to make contracts for ratifi- 
cation in toth Governments, then we are 
in danger of creating dn obligation 
against us in favor of all other foreign 
countries with which we have existing

. There are two. objections, therefore, to 
instrting in the bill confirming this Ca- 
nadian contract additions to our free list 
from: Canada. The first is that they are 
a concesgion that is of no value to those 
whom. it. is proposed to propitiate by 
adopting it; and the second is that it may 
involve us indirectly in a doubtful obli- 
gation in respect to trade with other 
countries. If we desire to put meat: and 
flour and other commodities on the free 
list for the entire world, that is one thing; 
we can do it with our eyes open and with 
a knowledge of what it entails, after an 
investigation; but to put such a provision 
in’ a Canadian treaty and then have it 
operate as a free list for the entire world 
is legislation necessarily ill-considered. 


No Injury to the Farmers, 
More than this, these proposed gratul- 
tous concessions are in the nature of an 
admission that in some way or other we 
have done an injury to a particular class 
by this Canadian reciprocity agreement. 
I deny it. It is said that it injures the 


farmers. I deny it. It is strictly in ac- 

cordance witn the protective principle 

that we should only have a’ protective 

tariff between us and countries in which 

the conditions are so dissimilar as to 

nae a difference in the cost of produc- 
on. 

Now it is known’ of all men that the 
general conditions that prevail in Canada 
ars the same as those which obtain in 
the United States in the matter of agri- 
cultural products. Indeed, if there is any 
advantage, the advantage is largely on 
the side of: the United States, because 
we havé much greater variety of product, 
in view of the varieties of our elimate, 
than they can have in Canada. 

. We raise cotton as no other country 
does; of course they raise none in Canada. 

We raise corn, and hogs and cattle fed 
on. corn, and -with the exception of 4 
very small part of the acreage of Canada, 
in Ontario, it is not possible to raise corn 
at all in the Dominion. 

With respect to wheat and barley and 
oats, conditions differ in different gis 
of Canada and in different parts of the 
United States. Classing them together, 
as on the whole, the conditions are sub- 
stantially the same. In prices of farm 
land the differences are no greater be- 
tween Canada and the United States 
than between» the different States. In 
the matter of farm wages, they differ in 


237) 


different parts of Canada as they.do in. 


the United States, but, on. the whole, 
they are about the same, higher in Can- 
ada at some places than in the United 
States, and less at others. But there is 
no Bray! class of labor in either country, 
and the only difference between the two 
countries is that Canada is further north 
than the United’ “gen a difference 
which, as already said, gives the advan- 
tose agriculturally to our side of the

three decades will ety acquire a sub- 
stantial and valuable population. The 
Government is one entirely controlled by 
the people, and the bond uniting the Do- 
minion with the mother country is light 
and almost imperceptible) There are no 
restrictions upon the trade or economic 
development of Canada which will inter- 
fere in the. slightest with her coewing out 
her independent future. The attitude of 
the people is that of affection toward 
the mother country, and of a sentimental 
loyalty toward her royal head. But for 
ractical purposes the control .exercised 
rom England by Executive or Parlia- 
ment is imponderable. 

Canada hag now between seven and 
eight millions,of people. They are a 
hearty, temperfte, persistent race, brave, 
intelligent, ahd enterprising, are or 
inheriting the good qualities of all their 
ancestors, and ‘with a national pride in 
their Dominion that grows with the won- 
derful success and prosperity that have 
attended them in the last three decades, 
They are good neighbors; we could not 
have better neighbors. It is more than 
em hundred years since a hostile shot was 
fired across the border, and they are 
like us because our conditions are simi- 
lar and because our traditions are simi- 
lar. They are more restricted in their 
immigration laws than we, and perhaps 
they grow less rapidly,: but they have 
before them a wonderful expansion in 
population, tn agriculture, ahd in busi- 
ness, and they offer to any nation’ with 
whom they have sympathetic relations 
and with whom it is profitable for them 
t@ deal a constantly increasing market 
and an ever-increasing trade. 

The qvestion which we now have to 
answer. is whether we propose to main- 
tain an artificial wall across the country, 
8,700 miles in length and of indefinite 
height, to prevent the natural trade that 
would flow between two great nations 
of people of the same language, of simila 
character, tradition, business habits, an 
moral aspirations, whem the rémeval of 
that.wail would furnish to. each. eountry 
the economic advantage of its a. 
ing enlargement of prosperous population 
and fetritory “Without the af responsi- 
pitty of« Government; and~ political . con- 


rol. " 

The theory that“trade {fs not profitable 
to one party unless it is°done at a loss 
to the other party is at the. bottom of a 
great deal of the economic fallacies of 
the past and the pres€fit. Trade is mu- 
tualty beneficial, It fs profitablé to both 
parties, for if it is. not, it can not and 
ought not continue. 


“Talk of Annexation Is Bosh.” 


As between Canada and the United 
States, the trade and the mutual bericht 
from the trade will increase. It is amus- 
ing, and I am not stre that it has not 
some elements of consolation in it, to 
find that all the bunconibe and all of 
the exaggeration and ‘misrepresentation 
in politics and all of the political ghosts 
are not confined‘to our own country and 
that there has entered into the discussion 
in ‘Canada,’ as a reason for defeating the 


adoption of this contract by the Cuna- 
dian Parliament, a fear that we desire

an announcement of our purpose to push 
political control over our neighbor of 
the north. 

I am not an anti-imperialist, but I have 
had considerable experience in the coun- 
tries over which me have assumed tem- 
porary. control. I do not know when 
that -control will end, but I do know 
that, in respect to those countries, we 
have taken over heavy dutics and obliga- 
tions, the weight of which ought to de- 
stroy any temptation to further dequisi- 
tion of territory. 

It would be invidious to institute a com. 
parison between the Government of Can- 
ada. and this country, but there .is one 
part of our jurisdiction and that of Can- 
ada that come together.sufficiently close 
to erable the Canadians and ourselves to 
realize :that’ the sample of Government 
that we exhibit. is not alluring.

The Feeling in Canada. 

Mr. Northrup said tn part:

_ URGE RECIPROCITY TREATY. 


Publishers Urge Senate to Adopt the 
Measure as House Did. 


Jathes M. Lynch, President of the In- 
ternational Typographical Union, made @ 
spirited but thoroughly good-tempered re- 
ply before the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishets’ Association at the Waldotf-As- 
toria yesterday afternoon to the address 
of President Herman Ridder on the day 
before, criticising the efficiency of the 
union composing room, 
address Mr. Ridder had said: 

“The labor unions are destroying the 
incentive for efficient labor. They seem 
arrayed against promotion or the culling 
out of competents from incompetents.” 

President Lynch sought to show fhat 
whereas the typographical unions were 
systematically trying to make good ap- 
prentices the publishers were doing noth- 
ing to assist in the matter. He said the 
International Typographical Union had 
recently established a number of schools 
for the instruction of apprentices. Such 
places of insttuction had become neces- 
he said, because the publishers 
would not allow apprentices. to learn the 
trade thoroughly in their shops. The re- 
sult of this lack of co-operation, accord- 
ing to Mr, Lynch, was that apprentices 
who did learn in the newspaper compos- 
ing rooms were incompetent at the end 
of their period of apprenticeship. 

Mr. Lynch, however, expressed hearty 
approval of the arbitration contract be- 
tween the International Union and the 
Publishers’ Association. There were ao 
serlous strikes either in or out of the 
offices of the association last year, he 
said. There had ben a few instances only 
where local unions had kicked out of the 
traces, but they had been compelled to 
undo as far as possible what damage 
they had done, and to promise to live by 
On ‘the other hand, ac- 
cording to Mr. Lynch, a few of the pub- 
lishers had violated the agreement, for 
which the labor unions had been able to 
obtain no redress whatever.

Note to be Made To-day of Every Man, 
Beast, and Vehicle Entering Metropolis.

CHICAGO, April 27.—A ¢ablegram from 
London to tite Daily: News says: 

“Silent dnd watchful men, 350 in num- 
ber, using specially prepared score sheets, 
will stand at the Goundaries of London 
from 74@..M. to 7 P. M. to-morrow count- 
ing the people and ‘vehicles entering the 
metropolis.

SARATOGA’S MINERAL SPRINGS. 
By its acquirement of the High Rock 
Spring, together with elght other par- 
céls containing medicinal springs. in 
Saratoga, the State ‘Reservation Com- 
mission headed by Chairman Groner 
Foster Prasopy, who succeeded the 
late Spencer Trask, has advanced 
materially the work of creating a health 
and pleasure résort for the benefit of 
the people of this State and Nation. 
The High Rock Reservation Park, at 
the north end of the village, lies in the 
tection where the most notable of the 
waters are found, nine springs in all, 
including the original High Rock to 
which Sir WILLIAM JoHNSON was said 
to have been carried by the Indians in 
1767 to be cured of the gout.. Within this 
reservation is revealed the splendid geo- 
logical fault through which the waters 
and gas made thiejr first escape from 
an underground reservoir., This: reser- 
voir, the Federal Supreme Court has 
declared upon evidence, supplies all 
the eprings at or near Saratoga.. In 
the centre of the village Wes the old 
Congress Spring Park, and adjoining 
it the Hathorn, Patterson, and Putndm; 
of which the mineral rights are now 
taken, The-new Hathorn, No. 2, is at 
the southerly end of the Geysers Park 
State Reservation, which lies two and a 
half milés south of the Congress Spring, 
extending thence half a’ mile north to 
the Geyser Spring, along the “State 
highway; this. will comprise, also, the, 
Geyser Lake on both sides of the high- 
way.

This hardship is 
nit lessensd By the fact that the ligui- 
dators“under such compulsion are life 
insurance companies. The corporations 
are not the leaders as corpérations, but 
as trustees for the policy holders. Surely 
it is a hysteria of reform to compel 
those who are practicing such frugality 
to undergo a loss which fofie have 
reckoned at three millions of dollars, 
and which easily enough might be much 
larger. 

It is evading this issue to enlarge 
upon the wisdom ‘of fofbidding lifé in- 
surance companies to make eny stock 
investments lest they should make bad 
irivestments. There. are no “such 
hibitions el@ewhere, and the use of 
lawful right here has been profitable 
for the beneficiaries of the méufance 
companies. Thée-law ie not designed to 
stop avaste which hag been experienced, 
but waste and other undesirable results 


which are apprehended. It is apparent ; 


that ‘a prohibition of a future practice 
is something distinct.from an. order to 
incur losses as the result of a profitable 
exercise of a right in the past. It. is 
not nécessary to contend that the com- 
panies should be allowed to invest in 
stocks in order to urge that they should 
not be compelled to make sacrificial 
sales of profitable property lawfully a6- 
quired. It might be difficult to pass 
now such @ idw. ae the companies are 
petitioning relief from. Certainly it 
would be impossible to pass it in the 
form inflicting such hardship. An ex 
tension of the time for liquidation is a, 
minim:tm concession to a situatiel fot 
which responsibility must be divided be- 
tween the companies and the reformers 
of the companies, each party having 
suffered from a hysteria from which-it 
may. be. supposed that both have now 
recovered. 

If the compénies’ petition be not 
granted the altérnatiyes are ‘that the 
companies shall incur the loss indicated, 
or in seeking to evade it shall endeavor 
to ahnul the law, which counsel have 
adivieea exceeds the power of the Leg- 
islature to enact. Hven from the stand- 
point of the most advanced reform, 
therefore, it is politic to allow the 
amélioration of the statute in order to 
preserve ite fragments,

THE MILITIA PAY BILL. 

Ah attempt is to be made to pass « 
militia pay bill im the extra session of 
Congress. The. bill was drawn after 
conferences between the War Depart- 
ment and representatives of the- Na- 
tional Guard, and it provides for an an- 
nual expenditure of about $8,000,000 ta 
place the active militia of the various 
States on. the Federal payroll. When 
in actual service the National Guard 
officers and men will receive the same 
pay as the officers and men of the reg- 
ular army, and actual service will in- 
clude the annual encampments and ma- 
noeuvres, as well as military dity in 
thé suppression of riéts and ihsurrec- 
tions.

It would, how- 
ever, bring &ll laundries employing more 
than five persons within the meaning of 
the word factory, subject them to. the 
visitation and inspection of the Commis- 
sioner of Labor, and apply to them the 
same restrictions and regulations now en- 
‘forced in—dr applicablé to—other factories, 

“That is a step In advance, or would be 
if it did not add another heavy burden te 
those which the Corfimissioner’s scanty 
force of Inspectors already find too nu- 
Merous to carry. Still, mere recognition 
of the fact that a public laundry is some- 
thing more than, and different from, the 
branch of doméstic industry, carried on 
in homes, which it has so largely re- 
placed, will tend go create standards of 
condition which do not now exist in 
these institutions, and to bring about the 
mhuch-nee@ded general realization that 
everybody whose clothes go to a laundry 
has a right to demand that they shal! not 
return bringing the seeds of infection 
and disease, Even people who are inditf- 
ferent to the long hours of cruelly hard 
work in wet cellars by the 
employés in some laundries will respond 
te an argument that affects their own 
safety.

AN INVENTORS’ INSTITUTE. 


Library, Laboratory, School, and Fa- 
cilities for Exhibition Are Needed. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

"W, J. L.'s" proposal of an inventors’ fund 
would seem to be a still broader and deeper 
question than yet suggested. Until we have 
progressed beyond the present patent system 
and inventing has becoms a profession sim- 
lar to mechanical engineering, secrecy is in- 
deed required, as “ J. W. B."’ objects, prior to 
patent protection, but theré is a great unsup- 
plied need before we reach that point. 

Inventive genius ts proverbially associated 
with lack of practical business ability. So far 
as this association is correct, it ts due pri- 
marily to the fgct that inventing, where not 
incidental and. spasmodic, is an idealistic 
work requiring development and exercise of 
faculties and concentration directly opposite 
in character to those required for ordinary 
business activities. Although dependent upon 
obeervation for its suggestions, its concep- 
ticns are subjective end ¢reamy. Again, al- 
though inventors, like poets, are in this sefise 
“born, not made,”’ yet, as a successful poet 
requires @ reasonable knowledge of the tech- 
nique of veraifying, #6 the inventor requires 
for any sustained success a preparation that 
is not satiafactorily supplied by present facili- 
ties. 

Here cames in the need of “‘ W. J. L.'s” phi- 
lanthropist to establish and maintain an In- 
ventors’ Institute that will include at least 
the following departments: 


(1.) A selentific library, especially com- 

plete in its reference books, such as apecific 

ts of Patent Office Reports, 

fully indexed, enabling the itiventor to 

easily ascertain for himself what has al- 

ready been patented in particular 
line. ' 

(2.) A mechanical laboratory illustratirig 
in detail all known mechanical movements, 
@nd containing also as large a variety of 
models as practicable of successful in- 
ventions, to be studied not merely through 
@ glses showcase, but by actual contact, 
under proper supervision and explanation. 
Still more important, there should be means 
of demonstrating, as far as. might be, the 
various manufacturing processes in present 
use, thus enabling the inventor to better 
judge of the commercial practicability of 
his ideas. ‘ 

(8.) A schco! similar to the present echeools

But Many Libraries Find It Useless to 


“Make Offers—George. D. Smith’s Pur 


chases Amount to $215,000. :

Almost on every ‘hand ds heard talk 
from dealers, Ubrarians, and private col- 
lectors, who ere attending the Hoe book 
sale, that the prices paid are extravagant 
and absurdly high. 
~ One dealer gave as an instance. of the 
prevailing bibliomania, a little book that 
cost Mr. Hoe only $24, yet realised more 
than $3,000, He evidently had in mind the 
copy of the first edition of William Cullen: 
Bryant's first book, ‘‘The Embargo,” 
which sold for $3,850 last Tuesday. The 
purchaser of this particular item was 
Walter T. Wallace, a New York broker 
and a private collector of American first, 
editions, 

The book is of extreme rarity, and not 
more than four examples are knowa. It 
is the Hawkins copy, Which sold in Maroh, 
1887, for only $41.50. This is the last pre- 
vious public recorded sale of it. Mr. Hoe 
is said to have Obtained it by private 
purchase from the estate of the late Mrs. 
N. Q. Pope, a Brooklyn lady, who owned 
@ notably fine and valued library. In 1877 
an unbound copy, in the Hoffman sale, 
brought only $17. The Hoe copy is in red 
levant morocco binding by Alfred Mat- 
thews. 

This work was written by Bryant when 
he was only 18. It is a duodecimo, and 
was printed in Boston in 1808, It consists 
of“ Sketches of the Times,” and is a sat- 
ire on the act of 1807, laying an embargo 
on al} shipping, foreign and domestic, in 
the ports of the United States, with spec- 
ified excepticns, and ordering all vessels 
abroad to return home forthyith. 

Mr. Wallace, who paid the > 0m rec- 
ord price for the book, the second highest 
ever realized for a work by an American 
author printed in America, thus explained 
vesterduy his reasons: 


“The Embarge” Not Dear, He Says. 

“For a long time I had been trying to 
get it. I was able to locate only three 
copies, one owned by Mr. S. H. Wake- 
man, anether by Mr. Henry C. Sturgis, 
and the third by Mr. Hoe. The fine libra- 
ries of American first editions of Messrs. 
Chamberlain and Maier did not have it. 
It is therefore one of the rarest of all 
American books. I do not think I paid 
too much for it.” 

John Anderson, Jr., who started the 
Anderson Auction Company, and for 
years before that was a dealer in rare 
Americana, also discussed yesterday this 
book, “I am of the opinion,” he said, 
“that taking into account the subject 
matter of ‘The Embargo,’ as opposed to 
such a lot of infantile poems as are in 
Edgar Allan Poe's ‘Tamerlane,’ first edi- 
tion, Boston, 1827, the two works cannot 
be reasonably compared. 

“One is by a youth of only 18, while 
the other was writter by Poe when he 
was about 18 Yet, if a copy of ‘ Tamer- 
lane’ wero offered now at public sale it 
would bring $5,000. On that basis the 
$3,350 pala by Mr. Wallace for the Hoe 
copy of ‘The Embargo’ is not excessive,
